The ¢rucial point in the negotiations for a 
settlement of the labor trouble was reached 
yesterday afternoon when the union dele- 
gates to the joint conference with the Execu- 
tive committee of the Building Contractors’ 
council submitted to the latter a declaration 
of principles. The declaration was in effect 
an ultimatum, according to the statements 
of a number of delegates, marking the limit 
of the concessions which the unions are will- 
ing to make in the hope of restoring harmony | 
in the building industry. 

On all but three of the principles adopted 
by the Building Contractors’ council on 
April 24 the unions represented at the joint 
conference are practically in accord, using 
the identical language employed by the con- 
tractors for the enunciation of their own 
principles. The exceptions affect thoge prin- 
ciples which the contractors have déclared 
were vital to a settlement, and, ff insisted on 
by the untons, they may further prolong the 
period of inactivity for all concerned, 

In the declaration of principles the bullding 
trades committee reserves the right to refuse 
to work with non-union men, stipulates that 
the agreement shall not cover more than two 
years, instead of three, as demanded by the 
contractors, and makes no reference what- 
ever to the Building Trades council, from 
which the contractors insist the unions shall

To Justify Sympathetic Strike. 


It is considered doubtful whether the 


Butiding Contractors’ council will indorse | 


the declaration of the unions. One of the 
leading contractors said last night that the 
reservation of the right to refuse to work 
with non-union men was a subterfuge in- 
tended to justify a sympathetic strike. An- 
other contractor declared that it was useless 
to hope for a settlement until the unions 
severed their connection with the Building 
Trades council, as any agreement they might 
make while the central body existed would 
be subject to that body’s indorsement. 

The delegates to the conference united 
upon a declaration of principles with the 
belief that they had so crippled the powers 
of the Bullding Trades council as to elim- 
mate the sympathetic strike completely and 
make the central organization a sort of ad- 
visory body like the Chicago W 
Labor. They agreed that arbitratio euld 
be employed for the settlemen all dis- 
putes and that no officer should have the 
power to summarily order a strike. 

The Building Contractors’ council will. 
meet this morning at 11:30 o'clock to con- 
sider the declaration of the Building Trades 
committee.

stroyed by the Chinese on Monday, June 18; 
and that all foreign concessions have been 
seriously damaged after a bombardment 
lasting thirty hours. 

This news is received here and is con- 
firmed by official dispatches to the Japanese 
Legation at Berlin and by a message from 
Admiral Kempff to the Navy department at 
Washington, and repeated to the London 
papers this morning by their New York 
correspondents. 


Fighting Thirty-six Hours. 

It appears from the dispatches, sent by © 
boat from Taku to Chefoo, that the Boxers 
cast lot with the Chinese regular troops and 
vigorously bombarded Tien Tsin, which was 
defended by a foreign garrison of from 3,000 
to 3,500 troops, mostly Russians. Several 


parts of the town occupied by the natives 


had been fired, and flerce, continuous fight- 


ming had been in progress for at least thirty - 


K hours.

Massing a Relief Force. | 

In the meantime, the powers are massing 
a relief force at Taku, thirty miles away, 
and as soon as it is fully organized it will 
march on Tien Tem. A number of field 
guns and pieces of heavy artillery—mostly 
taken from the warships—are to be trahs- 
ported to Tien Tsin, so that the European 
force can reply to the Chinese heavy fire ef- 
fectively. | 

The fighting at Tien Tsin renders Admiral | 
Seymeur’s position more critical than ever, 


Seymour Reported Killed. 


The last information received, seven days 
ago, of the Admiral's relief force was that 
it was stuck half way between Tien Tem 
and Pekin. Since then have come all sorts 


of rumors, some of the killing of Admiral 


Seymour, some of the slaying of his troops, 


But all these rumors come from Oriental 


| Sources and are yet to be copfirmed.. 
“ Foreign troops in large numbers are reach- 


ing Taku, and probably this news will ex- 
pedite the arrival of others. 

The position of the foreign legations at 
Pekin is still unknown, but in any case it is 
believed it must be critical. 3 

Li Hung Chang is not going to Pekin, being 
alarmed lest his absence from Canton will 
cause an uprising there. British blue jackets 
were landed at Woo Sung, near Shanghai, te 
secure the telegraph station, but were sub 
sequently withdrawn. 

All is quiet, and the outlook is slightly bet 
ter in southern China, but disturbances are 


still reported in the vicinity of Hongkong, 


Japan’s Warlike Activity. 
Japan evidently does not propose to see 


Russia enter China with greater strength 


than herself. This is plainly shown by the 
following message, received early this morn- 
ing by the Daily Mail from Yokohama, dated 


Thursday. It reads: 


Great secrecy is observed here over the 


military preparations, It la significant, how- 
ever, that fifteen largé transports have been 
chartered to carry troops. The warships 
Yayeyama, Akashi, Chitose, and Shiranul 
have left Fuji and will probably be followed 
by twelve others now in readiness. Prob- 
ably some are going to Formosa to command 
the Chinese Province of Fukien in case of 
the partition of China. 


* Altogether eighteen warships have been

CONFER HONORARY DEGREES 


Ann Arbor, Mich., June 21.—[ Special. )— 
Professor John M. Coulter of rh Univ * 
of Chicago delivered the commencement ad- 

dress today before the 780 graduates of the 
University of Michigan. His subject was 

The Mission of Science in Education.” 

It was a bold, fearless effort before an 
audience of the character which he was 
addressing in that he gave a severe scoring to 
modern scientific teaching. When he r 
he was given the unusual compliment o 
paid: s college yell by the graduates. 


There is a factor of such overwhelming 
importance in the effectiveness of the mis- 
sion of science in education that I cannot for- 

the mention of it, and that is the 
teacher. I have presented the possible, the 
ideal results, but they can be approximated | 
only by the thoroughly competent teacher. 
The problem of the teaching of science in the 
universities is becoming a serious one. It is 
sadly true that ds a rule they need more time 
and far more knowledge, but this need is 
being gradually met, and every year the 
teaching in the schools is becoming better. 
On the contrary, I am tempted to say that 
evéry year the teaching of science in the 
universities is becoming worse. The univer- 
sity instructor is confronted by two serious | 
duties; he is to instruct, and he is to produce. 

It is a common statement that large uni- 
versities are no places for undergraduates, 
as they are turned over to the younger in- 
structors, and do not meet the heads of de- 
partments. Theoretically this is a serious 
charge, but practically it is a wise arrange- 
ment, for in general it is true that the under- 
graduate would do well to beware of the 
old instructor, unless it is his wish to be 
neglected. The instructor who is a noviti- 
ate will work hard for him, even to the point 
of drudgery, even if he does not always work 
effectively.” 

After granting the diplomas:to the grad- 
uates, the university granted numerous hon- 
orary degrees, many going to distinguished 
gentlemen of the medical profession on ac- 
count of its being the semi-centennial of the 
establishment of. that ems: in. the 
university. 


Commencement at Cornell. | 

N. T., June 21.—[{Special.]—The 
thirty-second annual commencement of Cor- 
nell University was held this morning.

AMNESTY FOR FILIPINOS. 
- Aguinaldo'and all his followers have an 
opportunity within the next ninety days 
to wipe out their past misdeeds and -re- 
turn to their homes unmolested by simply 
acknowledging the authority of the United 
States in the Philippine Islands,’ The 
proclamation of amnesty issued yesterday 
by General MacArthur at the order of 
President McKinley is a most liberal and 
praiseworthy measure. It grants to the 
insurgents “complete immunity for the 
past and absolute liberty of action for 
the future.” The only exception is in the 
case of the few persons who have been 
guilty of violating the rules of war. The 
insurgents will not.even be compelled to 
surrender their arms, though the United 
States officers are commissioned to pay 
thirty pesos each for all rifles delivered in 

This remarkably liberal arrangement can 
scarcely fail to appeal strongly to the small 
bands of Tagal rebels still under arms. 
Their acquaintance with the United States 
is now sufficient to have shown most of 
them that the promises of this government 
differ from Spanish promises in that they

He 
does not relish the idea of returning home 
to be looked upon as a traitor, and virtually 
places the English government under the 
obligation of maintaining him at its ex- 
pense in luxury as a state prisoner for the re- 
mainder of his days. — 

The young Khedive of Egypt, who is now 
paying his first visit to England since his 
accession to the throne, can in no sense of 
the word be a welcome guest either to the 
royal family or to the English people. For 
from the moment that he became Khedive, 
thanks to the resistance which the English 
government successfully offered to the at- 
tempts of the Sultan first to substitute some 
other member of his family in his place, and 
then to deprive him of the greater part ot his 
power and prestige, young Abbas permitted 
himself to be made the instrument of the 
enemies of Great Britain both in Egypt and

English was of the most pronounced char- 
acter. He even went to the length of giving 
the names of members of the English royal 
family and of English statesmen and gov- 
ernment officials to the least favored ani- 
mals of his private menagerie at Coubeh, 
near Cairo, and with his familiars would 
spend hours in venting on these caged ani- 
mals the spite and indignities which he did 
not dare to address to their human name- 

With a cheek that absolutely paralyzed 
young English subalterns at Cairo he round- 
ly rated Lord Kitchener while holding a re- 
view at Assouan for the unsatisfactory ap- 
pearance and drill of the Egyptian troops 
under his command, and endeavored to teach 
a lesson in manners to Lord Cromer, who had 
known him from a baby, by intimating to 
— 5 t ugh one of his chamberlains that 
when he called at the palace he would do well 


to array himself in uniform, or at any rate in 


evening dress, instead of daring to appear in 
his presence in the familiar gray frock coat 
and white top hat which are the invariable 
street garb of the British Plenipotentiary at 
Cairo. 

In fact, the Khedive das given no end of 
trouble to England, has been repeatedly 
threatened with deposition, and if he has 
finally turned over a new leaf and become 
converted from an Anglophobist to an Anglo- 
phile it is because he has been unable to find 
support against the English on the part of 
any of the other European powers, the 
Fashoda affair constituting a final and much 
needed object lesson. He has repeatedly 
béen at Paris, at Berlin, and at Vienna, but 
has never considered it worth while to cross 
the channel to pay his respects to Queen 
Victoria since he became Khedive eight years 
ago. That is why he will not be received 
with any degree of cordiality, but merely 
with formal courtesy. | 

The question of etiquette in connection with 
his visit, moreover, are extremely trouble- 
For while theoretically he is a vassal 
of the Sultan, who, indeed, declares that he 
is a mere provincial Governor, and forces 
him when at Constantinople to yield the pas 
to the Grand Vizier and the chief eunuch, 
England, on the other hand, is anxious to 
avoid giving any undue emphasis to the pre- 
tensions of sovereignty on the part of the 
Sultan over the Khedive and over Egypt. 
The result is that it has been decided to re- 
ceive the young Khedive in much the same 
manner as is he were one of the great semi- 
independent rulers of India, who are vassals. 
to the Queen. That is to say, he will be ac- 
corded the courtesies due to an Oriental 
potentate, but not to a European monarch, 
and he will be thoroughly given to under- 
stand that he is not on the same footing as 
European royalty. True, he will not be 
treated with contempt as a mere provincial 
Governor, as is the case at Constantinople, 
but still at the’same time he will be made to 
comprehend that he is looked upon as an 
Oriental vassal of Great Britain, rather than 
of the Sublime Porte.

[AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


„„ he Story of John Adams” (Scribner) 
is that of a typical New England school- 
master of the highest order. It is a fine 
tonic to read such a biography as this. Itis 
to such schoolmasters as this John Adams 
who began to be abroad near the beginning 
of the century that —— will ever owe 
a profound debt of gratefuiness. 

The most fruitful as well as the most dis- 
tinctive of American educational institutions 
during the first half of the century was the 
New England Academy, and the highest type 
of academy was the Phillips Academy at 


of the academy from 1816 to 1833. The later 
years of his life were spent in Jacksonville, 
III., where.he died in 1863 at the age of 91. Dr. 
William Adams, for many years the eloquent 
pastor of Madison Avenue Presbyterian 
Church in New York and later President of 
Union Theological Seminary, was his son. 
Great as a teacher and utterly devoted to 
his calling, it was the greatness, the 
strength, the beauty of his character which 
impressed every pupil and all who came in 
his way. It was the puritan conscience 
touched with the educational passion which 
shone and burned in Him all through his long 

In those days Phillips Academy and the 
Andover Seminary together constituted the 
scholastic center of New England. A cari- 
cature of the time represented the brilliant 
and aggressive Professor Stuart as busy 
throwing pumpkins into a hopper in a mill, 
whereat the staid Professor Woods ‘cries 
out, Not so fast, Brother Stuart, not so 
fast.” Meanwhile the all-accomplished Pro- 
fessor Porter is busy taking little min- 
isters as they emerge and carefully dusting 
them off with a whisk broom. A Harvard 
graduate thinking one day to amuse a com- 
pany in Boston over thé pictures was curtly 
reminded that at Andover they put in 
pumpkins and they came out ministers, |

They had a custom in the villages of the 
Rhine, it is said, of anchoring a grist mill 
in the middle of the river where the current 
was strongest, and making the ragids grind 
the food of the whole community.

This 
does not mean, as has been hinted, that Professor 
Norton will at the same time prepare to write a 
life of Ruskin. Material for this work will be. 
given to other hands, with the approval of Pro- 
fessor Norton, who does not wish to undertake it. 
Ruskin’s choice of editor is the result of a friend- 
ship extending over nearly a lifetime. It is not 
many years ago, by the way, that Ruskin, who 
had a horror of this country, expressed surprise 
that so cultivated a man as Professor Norton 
should be able to endure living here. 


What may be considered as a literary autobi- 
ography of William Dean Howells is now in press 
at Harper & Bros. for publication in the early 
autumn. It is to be a handsomely printed and 
appropriately illustrated volume, bearing the title 
of My Acquaintance Among Authors: A Per- 
sonal Retrospect of American Biterature.’’ The 
story opens with Mr. Howells’ first journey East 
to see the editor of the Atlantic Monthly, his 
visit to Cambridge, and his early acquairtance 
with. the Cambridge and Boston group of littéra- 
teurs, his Boston sojourn, and the beginning of 
his later residence in New York.
